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Something Rotten in the Manage | 
ment of the Government 
Bureau. 


A dispatch from Washington 

says: There is in the Department 
ef Agriculture a bureau of animal 
industry. 
of the bureau. The object of its 
creation was to prevent contagious 
diseases from spreading among 
cattle, and to stamp out pleuro- 
‘pneumonia. The bureau has many 
agents in its employ and these 
agents or inspectors are expected 
to work so far as possible in co- 
operation with State commissions, 
engaged in preventing disease 
among live stock. There is $1,250,- 
000,000 invested in the cattle busi- 
ness in the United States, and ser- 
ious consequences of an epidemic 
‘among cattle cannot be over-esti- 
‘mated. Charges of a most serious 
character have been preferred be- 
fore the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture against the manage- 
ment of this bureau by a committee 
of the Live Stock Commission of 
Illinois, The Illinois Board and 
the bureau here have co-operated 
under certain rules, approved by 
the Department of Agriculture. 
Yesterday S. S. Wilson, of the IIli- 
nois Commission, gave the com- 
mittee a history ofthe way in which 
efforts to stamp out pleuro-pneu- 
monia in that State had been 
thwarted. The ‘employes of the 
bureau in Chicago, under rules of 
co-operation, are required to report 
to the bureau, but act under orders 
of- the Commission. Wilson said 


representative of the Bureau in 
Chicago was an inebriate, and had 
been convicted of dishonest prac- 
tices in Missouri, and was totally 
inefficient. Complaint was made 
to Dr. Salmon about Trumbow, 
and the Commission was informed 
that if he repeated the offense he 
would beremoved. Trumbow was 
continued in office at Chicago un- 
til April, 1887, when he went upon 
a spree and was transferred to 
Baltimore, where he is now Chief 
Inspector of the bureau. There 
are seventeen inspectors under the 
bureau in Chicago. Wilson said 
that three inspectors from Decem- 
ber 14, 1886, to February 1, 1887, 
quarantined 1,217 cattle in 875 sta- 
bles at an average cost of $2.75 per 
head. Fourteen Inspectors of State 
Commission, in 35 days following 
February 1, 1887, quarantined 10,192 
cattle in 7,000 stables at an average 
cost of ten cents per head. The 
inefficiency of the Government In- 
spector was, he said, largely due to 
Trumbow’s drunkenness. He in- 
structed inspectors to report to 
him each morning before tl ey vis- 
ited the State office to be assigned 
their duties. Trumbow would often 
not reach his office until noon, and 
by the time men reached the State 
office and after receiving orders, 
got to their respective posts the 
greater part of the day was wasted. 
About January 28th the State 
Board made an order requiring 
inspectors to report at its office at 
8 A. M. each day. Salmon, upon 
hearing of this order, notified. the 
State Board that if it undertook to 
issue erders to bureau employes 
they would be withdrawn from 
Chicago altogether. Wilson charged 
that Trumbow had tried to force 
pleuro-pneumonia into stock yards, 
and cited circumstances which led 
to this belief. The bureau, he 
said, had since April 26, 1887, ex- 
pended in Chicago, 347,234, of 
which $16,770 was paid for cattle 
killed, and $30,457 for salaries and 
incidentals. Salmon, he said, had 
never been in the State office but 
twice, and the State had never re- 
ceived a practical suggestion from 
him in relation to the ‘prevention 
of contagious diseases among cat- 
tle. There will probably be a 
searching investigation into the 
truth et these charges.
